F. B. Mumford, dean of the college 
of agriculture of the University of 
Missouri, 
said 
that

farfters 
problem was essentially economic. 
"The solution of the economics ot 
agriculture as related to the 
actual 
business of farming, will carry with 
it the solution of many of the other 
problems of the rural community,” he 
said. 
"But because European coun­ 
tries produce a m uch larger yield per 
acre than the United States, it does 
not necessarily follow that the Amer­ 
ican farm er would find it profitable 
or possible to produce yields as large 
or to bring under 
cultivation 
land 
relatively so poor 
The 
factors 
ot 
labor, price of 
product 
and 
many 
other conditions must be recognized 
But taking all factors into account, 
it remains true 
that the 
American 
farm er can largely increase his profits, 
better maintain the fertility of the 
soil and incidentally 
materially

Frof. Mumford pointed out that me

been slow to adopt new methods and 
told of the difficulties facing the a g ri­
